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Continuation of 13. Other: Amendments to the claims have been considered but it is concluded that the 102(b) rejections still apply. 
Applicant has amended claim 1 and other independent claims to state that the "graphical representation" is "by" an oscilloscope. Because 
this is part of a preamble limitation that is a statement of intended use ("A method for"), the only requirement is that the prior art be able to 
be used for this purpose (see MPEP 21 1 1 .02). The Rogers prior art describes software for controlling an oscilloscope, and while the 
described embodiment is for a PC, there is no reason such software could not be used by an oscilloscope. The 112 rejections of claims 
15 and 46 have been dropped as a result of the amendments, but the 1 12 rejections of claims 3-5 stand because, contrary to the remarks 
filed, no amendment was made to the claims. 
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
